In the name of 
the President, told Admiral Smith to post- 
pone awarding contracts for two luxury lln- 
em for the South American trade for at lon.-jt 
a year, and to hold up scheduled construction 
ot five other liners while the whole project 
was re-examlncd. 

This was the first notice to American .ihlp- 
bullders and operatorfi that the program to 
build fast liners for International competi- 
tion waa halted. 

Dr. Steelman gave a-i rea.son.i for the can- 
cellation a shortage ot materials, the heavy 
tax burden of construction catts and operat- 
ing deficits, "substantial naval con.strucilon" 
and reconversion and repair work. 

Yet at this time of material .shortages, the 
Btat« department was approving an export- 
Import bank loan to Chile to buy American 
steel for ships to be built In Britain, while the 
civilian production administration wa.s In- 
creasing Britaln'.s steel allocation by ."iCOOO 
tons for this purpose. 

The two cancelled llner.i for our "roocI 
neighbor fleet" would have takeji les.'i .steol 
than the five Chilean cargo ve.s.seLs to ho built 
with American ateel and financed liy an 
American loan. 

As for construction cosLs, the shipbuilders 
council of America pointed out in a leti 
Dr. 8t«elman that shipyard waROs arc up 38 
cents an hour since the war began, largely 
through government Influence and effort. 
Now, the letter continued, the shipyard work- 
ers, having been given their demand.s, are 
having their work taken from them. 

The council quoted navy figures to .show 
that naval construction Is rapidly being 
pleted, and that there are no naval contracUi 
for new ships In fiscal 1047. It quoted the bu- 
reau of labor statistics to .show that by Jan. 
I there will be only about 130,000 workers In 
private shlpyard.s. as against 223,000 In May, 
304,600 last December, and a war-time peak 
of 1,396,400. 

All this would seem to Indicate a lack of 
coordinated Information and policy among 
the various government agencies concerned. 
And Jt maJces one wonder: Did Dr. Steelman 
have all the facts at hand when he Issued 
this drastic order? Why did he not c 
suit the shipbuilders nnd operator.^ whose 
business he Is running? 

And what has become of all the wartime 
plana to make this country a great mari- 
time nation in peace, with an adequate, ex- 
pandable nucleus of builders and operators !n 
the Interest of our national defen.ie?
